THE sole: head of @ family, or any 
male over 18 years eld, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands (not 
sub agent), on certain: conditions. 
Duties—Six ‘months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 9} 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 


in every case, except when_residence is | ¥ 


performed in the vicinity. 

In certain distriets a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties.—Six months re- 
sidence in cach of six years date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and fifty acres extra cultivation. The 
of cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased. home- 
stead in certain districts. . Price $3.00 
per acre, Duties. —Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acres and erect a house worth

A LIGHT IN AN AUTOMOBILE. 


Use One of the Spark Plugs When You 
Have No Matches. 

Did you ever while making an auto- 
mobile tour find yourself on a lonely 
country road, perbaps miles from the 
nearest bouse, and suddenly discover 
that you had no watches? If yva 
were anxious to light the lamps or ea- 
get for a smoke such a discovery 


; would not prove at all conducive to 


the smoothness of your temper. i 

‘There is a simple way in which afiy 
oie may secure a light without the aid 
of matches. You may be anxious for 
a smoke or it may be getting dark and 
you want to light your lamp, but in 
any event you can secure the neces- 
sary light if you will follow these di- 
rections: aide 

Unscrew one of the spark plugs and 
let it lie on the cylinder bead. Wrap a 
small wisp of waste around the end of 
any small stick of wood or if there is 
none handy wrap it around the end of 
a screwdriver or any other tool. Dip 
the waste in the gasoline until-it is 
thoroughly soaked. Of course you 
should have only a very small piece of 
waste; otherw'<se the blaze will be too 
big for you to handle. After dipping 
this in the gasoline lay it close to the 
spark plug and turn the engine over un- 
til this plug sparks. This will ignite 
the waste and you will have a little 
torch sufficient for lighting your lamp. 
Even if there is a heavy rain or snow, 
you can secure a light in this manner 
sufticient for your needs.—Detroit Free 
Press.

New Route Across the Near Past 
Alters the Map. 


It will be possible, in a compara- 
tively short time, to travel by rail 
| (with the exéeption of the short 
breaks at Calais and Constantinople) 
from London to Bagdad, or from 
the New Babylon to the ruins of the 
Old. What a wonderful prospect is 
opened out to the imagination by 
this latest feat of modern engineer- 
ing. 

The Twentieth Century tourist will 
soon be able to reach the Holy Land 
and to traverse some of the most his- 
| torically interesting country in the 
world, in comfort, and even luxury. 
He can cross the Euphrates, pass the 
alleged site of the Garden of Hden, 
and traversing Mesopotamia and the 
Tigris Valley, pass near the ruins of 
}ancient Ninevah, Anishing his jour- 
ney in Bagdad, the city of the Ara- 
) bian Nights. 

~The European part of the journey, 
| which terminates at Constantinople, 
‘fs, of course, nowadays a common- 
| place of travel. The new railway to 
| Bagdad begins across the Bosphorus 
at Scutari in Asia Minor. The line 
is being constructed ‘by German en- 
gineers and from German material. 
The capital, in the form of loans 
amounting to $60,000,000, has been 
' provided by German banks. The 
| Turkish Government has given guar- 
antees for this amount, having 
| agreed to pay interest upon it, and 
| finally to redeem it. Turkey is also 
pledged to guarantee a further $50,- 
000,000 to complete the undertaking 
and to make good any loss‘incurred 
in running the railway. 

The enterprise may be divided into 
four sections, the first extending 
from Scutari 
Adana; the second from Adana to 
Aleppo; the third from Aleppo to 
Mosul on the Tigris, and the fourth 
from Mosul to Bagdad. 

From Scutari the railway runs 
over a populous and fertile plain to 
Konia.| The section stretching. from 
Konia ‘ancient Iconium, said to be 
the first place to..emerge after the 
Deluge) to Adana, which includes 
the crossing of the Tauras Moun- 
tains, provides. many difficult prob- 
lems for the engineers. There are 
numerous deep chasms, and no fewer 
than thirty-five costly bridges and 
viaducts of varying dimensions were 
found necessary to span them. For 
hundreds of miles the track follows 
one of the most ancient highways in 
the world. Along this historic road 
from the Orient to Europe passed 
such world famous figures as Xeno- 
phon, Cyrus, Alexander the Great, 
and St. Paul. 

After crossing the Taurus range 
the line descends to the’ Cicilian 
Plains and to Tarsus, the birthplace 
of “St. Paul. Once a seaport, it is 
now several miles inland, and the 
centre of a busy cotton-growing 
country. After crossing the plains 
the engineers were faced by the 
Amanus range, which was pierced by 
a tunnel six miles long, emerging at 
Mosselmieh, whence train can be 


taken southwards -to Aleppo and 
Palestine, or eastward to Meso- 
potamia. 


- Aleppo, in Northern Syria, once a 
sleepy old-world Eastern city, has 
been converted into a great railway- 
building centre. It is the real base 
of operations for the Bagdad Rail- 
way, and huge quantities of railway- 
building material have been collect- 
ed there. Locomotive works and re- 
pair shops have been erected, as also 
temporary barracks for the “large 
army of workmen employed in the 
construction of the line. 

During the building of the Aleppo 
section five hospitals were establish- 
ed, with ten doctors and an equal 
number of nurses to attend to all 
cases of accident and sickness among 
the workers, free of charge. At 
Aleppo nowadays all is bustle and 
activity. Trainloads of material ar- 
rive daily, over the railway built by 
the French, from the Syrian port of 
Tripoli. :

CURING COLDS. — 


Simple Remedies That Will Often Cure 
Them. 

To cure a stubborn cough take 6 
cents’ worth each of pressed hore- 
hound leaves, pressed hops and wild 
cherry bark. Boil together in a scant 
quart of suft water to form a strong 
dark tea, struin the tea through cheese- 
cloth without squeezing, ‘add a pound 
of loaf sugar and simmer slowly to @ 
thick sirup. 

Take a teaspoonful several times a 
day, whenever the cough is distress- 
ing. For whooping cough add 5 cents’ 
worth of chestnut leages to the other 
ingredients when making the tea. 

A slight cough may often be quickly 
cured by gargling with hot water in 
which a little soda bas been dissolved. 
This is excellent for croup; Take a thin 
cloth—either linen or cotton—saturate 
it with pure glycerin, add a few drops 
of campbor, tben sprinkle nutmeg 
thickly over all and apply to throat 
and chest. 

Campbor is a handy remedy in case 
of colds which make breathing diffi- 
cult. Moisten a handkerchief with the 
camphor and lay it on the pillow. The 
fumes will relieve the Dead aud induce 
sleep. 

For dryness ip the throat hold a few 
Grops of glycerin in the mouth as 
long as possible witb the lips closed or 
gargle the throat with equal parts of 
glycerin and water.

Old Principle Applied in Construction 
of Handy Implement 

A gasoline farm tractor which works 
on the principle of a squirrel cage “has 
been invented and tried out bya Con- 
necticut farmer. It consists mainly 
of a wheel, 6ft 6in. in diameter, wita 
a tread of 30in., which rolls along the 
ground propelled by a 12-15 h.p. gaso- 
line engine insidé. Tho motor is 
mounted on four wheels fitted with 
Bears and a clutch, like a tiny auto- 
mobile, and propels the large wheel 
by continually trying to climb the in- 
side surface of the wheel like a squir- 
rel {in a cage. The tractor was de- 
signed to draw cultivators, plows, and 
other farm implements, and can be 
driven between rows, up hills, and 
around sharp corners; but it can also 
be geared higher to draw a wagon or 
buggy on the road. Mounted on a 
frame or cradle, it can be used as 
handy power plant for running corn 
shellers, etc. Built with a  52-in. 
wheel, this machine weighs about 1,260 
lb., and reports of tests made with it 
indicate a high degree of efficiency.
